Flier, Who Braved Dangers of Pacific 
Flying Circle in Search of Two Missing 
Planes, Tailspins into Ocean; Is Lost 


Lost in Pacific 


San Francisco, Aug. 20.— (A P )— The broad expanse of the 
Pacific ocean today cloaked the disappearance of three airplanes 
and their crews of six men and one woman as approximately 25 
ships cruised at full speed over the great circle route on missions 
of rescue. 
A mysterious red flare at midnight sent the S. S. West 
Sequani to a snot 250 miles west of San Francisco and seventy 
miles north of the threat circ!'* route where the Dallas Spirit is 
believed to have fallen into the sea while on its way to Honolulu 
in an attempt to site the “.Miss Doran” and the “Golden Eagle” 
missing Hawaiian flight planes. 
The Dallas Spirit piloted by Captain W. T. Irwin, of Dallas, 
with A. I). Eichwaldt as navigator, radioed two frantic SOS calls 
shortly after A o’clock last night and added that the plane had 
gone into two successive tail spins. Then the plane’s radio was 
silent. 
I . S. destroyers and mercantile vessels answered the call 
for help and steamed under forced drought toward the Dallas 
Spirit’s last known position, about 592 miles west of San Fran­ 
cisco.

Ships Rush To Rescue 
San Francisco, Aug. 20.—(AP) — 
Ships at sea were rushing today to a 
spot 590 miler, west fr<mi San F ran­ 
cisco where the Dallas Spirit 
last 
night sent out an SOS call after it 
had gone into two successive 
tail 
spins. 
The radio of the 
Dallas 
Spirit 
wh;oh left Oakland at 2:15 p. rn. yes­ 
terday to search for the rn ssing Dole 
fliers was silenced after the frantic 
distressed calls and was believed to 
have fallen into the sea. 
The U. S. destroyers Lavalette and 
Sumner were believed to he the ves­ 
sels nearest the Dallas Spirit 
The 
Lavalette and the Sumner were re­ 
ported 108 miles east of the airplane'g 
last known position. 
The destroyers Hardwood, Meyers 
and the aircraft tender Langley were 
hurrying to the rescue. 
The tanker Frank G. Drum was re­ 
ported 230 mile® from the spot and 
proceeding at full speed. 
The steamer Pleydon moved under 
forced drought to reach the plane's 
posit'on and ex ne clod to get there at 
ll o’clock this morning. 
The Pleydon beaded for the position 
in which it w as estimated the plane 
was when last heard from. basing the 
speed of the plane at 83 nautical 
miles an hour.

—Niek-a-Jai*k cave continued to hold 
the secret of the disappearance 
of 
Lawrence S. Ashley, geologist and 
cave explorer, who went into the cave 
Monday on an exoloration trip. 
With eight searching parties turned 
back after penetrating 
the 
subter­ 
ranean passage for a few miles, work­ 
ers planned to rebuild a small dam 
near the cave mouth in an effort to 
force an underground river to navi­ 
gable proportions. 
The stream, from twenty-five 
to 
sixty feet wide and varying from ten 
feet to a few inches deep, was believed 
Friday night to be the possible means 
of locating Ashley. 
With the river 
swelled to navigable depth, the party 
planned to penetrate the cave, drag­ 
ging the clear stream as they go. 
A rescue party of five, led hy G. W. 
Lewis, Friday discovered a number of 
'’avern? several miles back n the cave, 
but were unable to reach th.’m by 
boat. 
It is thought I hat Ashley, the 
small supply of carbide for his lamp 
exhausted, might have wandered into 
one of these in the darkness and was 
unable to retrace his path. 
“If Lawrence Ashley is not found 
by Sunday I will take a searching par­ 
ty and attempt to co through the 
rn >untain,” Francis H. Davis, Chat­ 
tanooga radio operator and one of 
Ashley’s closest friends, said Friday 
night.
